Voters  to  Decide 
For  or  Against  3 
State  Amendments 

Missouri  voters  will  go  to  the 
polls  November  6  to  vote  for  Presi¬ 
dent.  but  too  few  of  these  voters 
now  know  tliey  will  also  consider 
three  constitutional  amendments. 
TTie  first  of  Uiese  proposals  con¬ 
cerns  the  state  legislature. 

This  proposition  offers  the  fol¬ 
lowing  reforms  to  our  present  legis¬ 
lative  session: 

1.  It  would  add  a  sliort  session 
for  even  -  numbered  years, 
raUier  than  tlie  one  meeting 
every  two  years  which  the 
legislature  now  uses. 

2.  It  would  authorize  a  15-day 
session  two  months  after  ad¬ 
journment  to  consider  vetoed 
bills. 

3.  It  would  let  the  assembly  set 
its  salary  by  statute,  ratlier 
tlian  by  constitutional  provi¬ 
sion. 

rroblems  Need  Yearly  Attention 

Problems  constantly  arise  In  an.v 
govenimenlal  administration  which 
cannot  be  dealt  with  on  a  two-year 
basis.  It  is  difficult  to  predict  the 
state's  needs  for  two  years  at  a 
single  legislative  meeting.  This 
short  session  would  let  the  assem¬ 
bly  take  care  of  routine  financial 
matters  which  must  be  carried  on. 

It  is  possible  through  a  15-day 
convention  two  montlis  after  a  reg¬ 
ular  session  to  let  the  legislature 
use  Its  constitutional  privilege  of 
reviewing  vetoed  bills  or  appro¬ 
priations  reduced  by  the  governor. 
Salary  Should  Be  Flexible 

Letting  the  salary  be  set  by  stat¬ 
ute  would  make  it  possible  for  it 
to  be  flexible  witli  the  times,  more 
easily  changed  than  with  the  pres¬ 
ent  need  for  a  constitutional 
amendment. 

Legislators  are  now  allowed  one 
round  trip  per  year  from  tlreir 
homes  to  JeKerson  City  while  the 
assembly  Is  in  session.  One  round 
trip  a  week  will  be  allowed  in  the 
proposed  salary  reform.

Autumn  Leaves  Fall  from  Many 
Of  the  Beautiful  Campus  Trees 


Bright  red  foliage  and  flutter¬ 
ing  yellow  leaves  amid  the  dark 
green  of  the  evergreens— these 
are  signs  that  fall  Is  here. 

There  are  from  ninety  to  one 
hundred  different  kinds  of  trees 
on  this  campus — all  of  the  vari¬ 
eties  native  to  this  climate  and 
many  from  foreign  lands.  Of  the 
ones  that  add  color  to  the  autumn 
landscape  are  the  sweet  gums 
south  of  the  gym  and  In  front  of 
the  Industrial  Arts  building,  the 
sourwoods,  and  the  oaks  scatter¬ 
ed  here  and  there — these  have 
Varying  shades  of  red  foliage.  The 
birches  and  maples  add  a  bril¬ 
liant  yellow  to  the  scene. 

In  tile  spring  we  have  the  white 
ol  the  hawthorn,  Missouri’s  state 
flower;  the  red-leafed  Norway 
maple;  dogwood;  redbud;  and  in 
June  the  yellow-wood  with  its 
white,  pea-like  blossoms. 

Before  the  campus  became  a 
campus,  there  was  a  nursery 
here.  Many  trees  still  remain 
from  the  old  nursery,  .including 
the  older  trees  on  the  President’s 
lawn  and  the  evergreens  around 


the  Dormitory  and  Quad. 

Many  of  the  trees  have  interest 
tag  histories,  the  Chinese  scholai 
In  front  of  the  Administration 
building,  for  Instance.  Seed.s  ol 
the  Chinese  scholar  trees  wero 
collected  on  the  grounds  of  tht 
Emperor’s  palace  in  Peking, 
China;  the  University  of  Mi.'isoutl 
then  started  seedlings  and  .sent 
two  to  each  of  the  state  colleges, 
We  still  have  one;  the  other 
died  and  was  replaced  with 
the  golden  rain  tree.  We  also 
have  a  member  of  the  citrus 
family,  the  aromatic  Amur 
cork — native  of  Asia — which  is  ea 
pecinlly  adapted  for  city  planting 
because  of  its  resistance  to  smoke, 

The  maples  along  the  drive  to 
the  National  Guard  Armory  are 
living  memorials  to  Nodaway 
county  soldiers  who  lost  their  lives 
in  World  War  1.  The  weeping 
birches  lining  College  Drive  were 
planted  by  Mr.  J.  B.  Brink,  form- 
er  superintendent  of  grounds.  He 
was  a  lover  of  trees  and  planted 
many  while  he  was  in  charge  ol 
the  campus  grounds.
